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Buying  of  Some  Foods 
Curtailed  by  Services 

In  another  move  aimed  at  minimizing  the  impact  of  its 
food  purchases  on  consumer  prices,  DOD  has  instructed  the 
military  departments  to  reduce  the  number  of  servings  of 
pork  products  at  stateside  installations. 

Earlier  the  Army  and  Air  Force  were  told  to  discontinue 
purchase  of  butter  and  use  margarine  until  further  notice. 
The  Navy  serves  butter  in  accordance  with  a 1933  ration 
law. 

The  cutback  in  prime  cuts  of  pork,  particularly  bacon,  is 
to  be  at  least  50  percent  over  the  next  six-month  period  that 
began  in  February. 

Reductions  were  also  noted  in  the  consumption  and  pur- 
chase of  canned  peaches,  pears,  cherries  and  fruit  cocktail 
by  at  least  25  percent. 

These  actions  are  explained  in  a memorandum  to  each 
service  assistant  secretary  for  installations  and  logistics,  and 
to  the  director  of  the  Defense  Supply  Agency. 

A delay  in  the  purchase  of  canned  tomato  products  and 
corn  until  Spring,  and  a shift  to  canned  snap  beans  and 
peas  that  are  now  more  plentiful,  was  also  stated  in  the 
memorandum. 

As  a substitute  for  pork,  the  memo  recommended  poultry, 
eggs,  sausage,  turkey,  seafood,  and  selected  beef  items.  A 
variety  of  individual  fruits  and  juices  were  noted  as  sub- 
stitutes for  fruits  now  in  short  supply  and  more  expensive. 

The  DOD  actions  were  made  in  response  to  several 
recommendations  of  the  Secretary  of  Agriculture. 

Navy  Seeks  Test  Model 
Of  TV-Guided  Missile 

Navy  has  completed  initial  contract  definition  for  the 
Condor  air-to-surface  television  guided  missile  and  is  now 
seeking  a test  model. 

Negotiations  are  underway  between  the  Bureau  of  Naval 
Weapons  and  North  American  Aviation,  Inc.,  Columbus, 
Ohio,  for  the  second  phase  of  contract  definition. 

Development  and  fabrication  of  test  and  evaluation  models 
are  called  for  in  the  current  contract  negotiations  with  North 
American.

Army  to  Expand  Training 
To  Meet  New  Recruit  Input 

In  early  luly  the  Army  plans  to  expand  its  training  base 
by  opening  new  reception  stations  and  training  centers  at  Ft. 
Lewis,  Wash.;  Ft.  Bragg,  N.C.;  and  Ft.  Campbell,  Ky. 

Each  of  the  new  centers  is  designed  to  accept  an  input  of 
about  1,000  new  recruits  each  week  and  support  an  average 
basic  combat  training  load  of  about  10,000  trainees. 

Last  year  two  centers  at  Ft.  Benning,  Ga.,  and  Ft.  Bliss, 
Tex.,  were  opened  to  increase  the  capability  of  the  Army  to 
meet  its  buildup  requirements. 

The  expanded  Army  training  base  will  include  a total  of 
1 5 training  centers. 

Others  are  located  at  Ft.  Leonard  Wood,  Mo.;  Ft.  Dix, 
N.J.;  Ft.  Knox,  Ky.;  Ft.  Ord,  Calif.;  Ft.  Jackson,  S.C.;  Ft. 
Polk,  La.;  Ft.  Gordon,  Ga.;  Ft.  Sill,  Okla.;  Ft.  Sam  Houston, 
Tex.;  and  the  WAC  Training  Center  at  Ft.  McClellan,  Ala. 

Commuted  Rations  Rate  Increased 

The  commuted  rations  rate  for  enlisted  personnel  world- 
wide has  been  changed  to  $1.17  a day  from  the  previous 
$1.10  stateside  and  $1.14  overseas  rates. 

The  return  to  a one-rate  system  for  both  overseas  and 
stateside  personnel  reflects  a similar  rate  structure  used 
several  years  ago.

• U.S. -SPANISH  SPACE  agreement 
has  been  signed  whereby  Spain’s  In- 
stitute Nactional  de  Tecnica  Aeroespacial 
will  share  in  operation  of  United  States 
space  station  near  Madrid  which  main- 
tains radio  contact  with  unmanned 
probes  to  the  Moon,  Mars  and  Venus 
and  will  support  Apollo  astronauts  on 
their  flight  to  the  Moon. 

DOD  HAS  REQUESTED  Selective  Serv- 
ice to  provide  the  Armed  Force  induc- 
tion stations  with  15,000  men  in  June. 
All  inductees  called  in  June  will  be  as- 
signed to  the  Army.  The  decrease  in 
June  draft  call,  according  to  officials,  is 
primarily  because  voluntary  enlistments 
normally  increase  in  June  at  the  end  of 
school  year.  May  draft  call  was  34,600. 

ARMY’S  NEW  OH-6A  has  completed 
longest  non-stop  helicopter  flight  in  his- 
tory. The  2,230-mile  flight  from  Los 
Angeles  to  Ormond  Beach,  Fla.  was  made 
in  15  hours  and  13  minutes  by  test  pilot 
Robert  G.  Ferry,  Hughes  Tool  Company. 
The  OH-6A  has  now  claimed  more  than 
one-third  of  all  world  helicopter  records. 

CASUALTY  REPORT  REVEALS  that 
2,863  U.S.  military  personnel  lost  their 
lives  and  14,727  suffered,  non-fatal 
wounds  during  hostile  actions  in  RVN 
from  Jan.  1,  1961  to  April  2,  1966. 
Deaths  from  non-hostile  actions  num- 
bered 652. 

NATION’S  STRATEGIC  FORCE  in- 
cluded 800  Minuteman  I missiles  at  five 
bases  last  July.  Air  Force  has  accepted 
first  improved  Minuteman  II  at  a sixth 
base  soon  to  be  fully  operational.  In 
1967  an  additional  Minuteman  II  squad- 
ron will  become  operational  bringing 
total  force  to  1,000. 

VALIDATED  COST  REDUCTION 
savings  of  more  than  $1,586  billion  for 
first  half  FY66  have  been  reported  by 
Air  Force.  Air  Force  portion  of  DOD’s 
cost  reduction  goal  for  entire  year  is 
$2,353  billion. 


POCKET-SIZE  KITS  for  producing 
water  in  desert  or  arid  areas  are  being 
supplied  to  pilots  at  Davis-Monthan  AFB, 
Ariz.  Tests  in  dry  river  beds  have  yielded 
from  one  to  three  quarts  of  water  per 
unit  per  day.  The  “solar  still”  kit  works 
on  an  evaporative  principle  using  sun’s 
energy  to  form  moisture  inside  an  open 
container,  such  as  a pilot’s  helmet,  dug 
into  ground.  Air  Force-wide  adoption 
of  kits  has  been  recommended  by  Davis- 
Monthan  officials.

Concept  testing  of  the  XV-6A  vertical  and/or  short  take- 
off and  landing  (V/STOL)  aircraft  is  scheduled  this  month 
by  an  Army,  Navy  and  Air  Force  evaluation  team. 

The  evaluations  will  be  performed  at  Ft.  Campbell,  Ky.; 
Eglin  AFB,  Fla.;  Patuxent  Naval  Air  Station,  Md.;  and 
aboard  an  aircraft  carrier. 

The  services  will  test  the  V/STOL  concept  and  its  ability 
to  meet  the  requirements  of  each  individual  service. 

Testing  of  the  British-built  P.1127,  redesignated  the 
XV-6A  by  the  United  States,  is  scheduled  to  be  completed  by 
July  31. 

Six  of  the  aircraft  were  obtained  through  an  agreement 
with  the  United  Kingdom  and  the  Federal  Republic  of  Ger- 
many. Operational  evaluation  of  the  V/STOL  jet  concept 
was  conducted  in  England  last  year. 

Nome  New  Concept 
For  Armed  Forces  Doy 

The  national  Armed  Forces  Day  observance  May  21  con- 
sists of  a “Report  to  the  Nation,”  a new  concept  to  be  fol- 
lowed each  year  hereafter  on  the  third  Saturday  in  May. 

A nationally-televised  documentary  on  the  services’  world- 
wide operational  posture,  and  issuance  of  an  Armed  Forces 
Report  pamphlet  constitute  the  nationwide  program. 
Speakers  may  use  material  from  the  pamphlet. 

The  national  program  may  be  augmented  by  locally-sup- 
ported open  houses  and  community  sponsored  programs 
stressing  the  “Report  to  the  Nation”  concept. 

Observances  planned  by  DOD  components  will  concentrate 
on  the  sponsoring  command  or  agency’s  contribution  to  na- 
tional security.  This  includes  guest  speakers  and  special  film 
reports  with  appropriate  commentary. 

A DOD  Film  Report,  “Not  for  Conquest,”  and  Army’s  Big 
Picture  production,  “Your  Military  Neighbor,”  will  be  re- 
leased to  support  local  programs. 

Overseas  observances  will  be  as  determined  most  suitable 
by  the  commander  of  the  Unified  Command  concerned.  As 
a minimum,  internal  observances  will  be  held  for  U.S.  per- 
sonnel and  their  dependents. 

Service  Strength  Increase  Foreseen 

The  original  end-of-FY66  strength  of  the  military  services 
may  be  increased,  especially  in  the  Army  and  Air  Force, 
according  to  U.S.  officials. 

Estimated  strength  figures  for  the  end  of  FY66  were: 
Army,  1,159,043;  Air  Force,  854,498;  Navy,  723,723;  Marine 
Corps,  250,079. 

The  total  estimated  strength  for  the  end  of  FY66  was 
2,987,343. 

Officials  would  not  estimate  size  of  the  possible  buildup.

Gen.  Westmoreland  Praises 
Marines  in  Operation  Texas 

Gen.  William  C.  Westmoreland,  USA,  Commander,  Mili- 
tary Assistance  Command,  Vietnam,  congratulated  the  Sec- 
ond Bn.,  Fourth  Marines,  upon  successful  conclusion  of 
“Operation  Texas”  at  Phuong  Dinh,  RVN. 

The  Marines  were  flown  to  the  area  by  helicopter  to  pur- 
sue a Viet  Cong  force  which  had  overrun  an  RVN  Army 
outpost.  Landing  near  Phuong  Dinh,  they  discovered  the 
hamlet  was  a heavily  fortified  Viet  Cong  regimental 
command  post. 

During  seven  hours  of  combat  against  an  estimated  rein- 
forced battalion  of  the  Viet  Cong  First  Regiment,  they  killed 
167  enemy  troops  by  actual  count.  Thousands  of  rounds  of 
machine  gun  and  automatic  rifle  ammunition,  mortar  rounds, 
and  hundreds  of  grenades  were  captured. 

Congratulating  the  Marines  on  the  victory,  Gen.  West- 
moreland said,  “I  want  to' tell  you  that  I’m  proud  of  you, 
every  one  of  you.  You  belong  to  a great  outfit— a fighting 
Marine  outfit.  I don’t  think  I can  say  anything  better  than 
that.” 

Makeshift  Bomb  Trailers  for  RVN  Use 

San  Antonio  Air  Materiel  Area  personnel  have  converted 
excess  Model  2000  twin-rail  aircraft  engine  handling  trailers 
to  fill  an  urgent  need  in  the  RVN  for  trailers  able  to  move 
750-pound  bombs  over  rough  terrain. 

A priority  program  to  modify  200  trailers,  saving  $299,500 
the  first  year,  was  established.  The  trailers  will  be  used  until 
one  specifically  designed  for  the  purpose  can  be  developed. 
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4-Nation  ASW  Exercise 
Underway  in  N.  Atlantic 

A multi-nation  antisubmarine  warfare 
exercise  is  underway  in  the  North  Atlan- 
tic involving  ships  and  aircraft  from  the 
United  States,  Canada,  Great  Britain  and 
The  Netherlands. 

“The  task  force  consisting  of  subma- 
rines, destroyers  and  aircraft,”  according 
to  Adm.  Thomas  H.  Moorer,  USN, 
NATO  Commander-in-Chief,  Western  At- 
lantic area,  “will  sharpen  their  antisub- 
marine warfare  skills  at  establishing 
defenses  against  both  sea  and  air  opposi- 
tion.” 

He  said  the  exercise  will  also  provide 
an  opportunity  for  the  participating  na- 
tions to  increase  their  ability  to  work  with 
a multi-nation  task  force. 

Eagles  Scream  in  RVN 
For  PsyWar  Program 

Army’s  101st  Airborne  Division 
(Screaming  Eagles)  is  using  a recording 
of  an  eagle’s  scream  in  its  psychological 
warfare  program  against  the  Viet  Cong. 

An  Air  Force  U-10  aircraft  flies  over 
Viet  Cong  areas,  playing  the  recording 
over  four  loudspeakers  before  an  assault 
begins,  and  dropping  leaflets  picturing  an 
eagle  holding  a Viet  Cong  in  its  talons 
and  promising  death.  It  also  promises 
safe  conduct  to  those  who  surrender. 

The  methods  are  being  used  by  the  1st 
Brigade  of  the  101st  in  Operation  Harri- 
son, a search  and  destroy  operation  begun 
after  completing  a month-and-a-half  rice 
gathering  operation  in  the  Tuy  Hoa  area.
